of the year in her yard amidst the snow and cold on March 7. it seems 
that spring may still be slow in coming. 

According to the outlook projected by the Climate Prediction 
Center in Washington D. C.. the temperatures for March in the area 
are expected to be about five degrecs or so below normal. 

“It looks like it may be a little cooler March than what's normal. 
Certainly nothing too extreme,” said meteorologist Steve Considine 
of the National Weather Service in Gaylord. But, he said, “It could be 
a slower spring if that pans out.” 

A slower spring than Jast year, for instance, pereese cooler 
temperatures will mean 3.more gradual meltdown. 1.3.25. 7 

“We had a nice warmup last year about this. time,’  Considite said, 


' which melted the majority of the 


snow still on the ground in one fell 
swoop. This year, it’s likely that as 
temperatures rise gradually through 
the month, they’re still not going to 
reach levels high enough to create 
such a dramatic thaw. 

This is bad news for many local 
folks, who have found themselves 
yearning for green grass and singing 
birds in recent weeks after a long, 
snowy winter. 

According to Charlevoix County 
Road Commissioner Pat Harmon, the 
area has seen at total 118 inches of 
snow to date, with 20 inches falling 
in November, 48.5 inches in Decem- 
ber, 20 more inches in January, and a 
total of 30 inches for February. 

And though these totals contrast 
starkly with last year’s decreased 
snowfall tallies, this year’s totals 
actually fall within the average range 
for the area. 

“We’ ve had probably average 
snowfall this season,” said’ 
Considine. “From late November 
through early December, it was 
colder than normal and above normal 
snowfall. However, in January we averaged just a little above 
normal [in temperature] and below normal in snowfall.” 

With February coming in:as a more average month overall, for the

“tRain is} usually the biggest factor in melting snow, 
Considine. 

Though temperatures have recently been holding in the 30s, 
normal for this time of year, the coming days should see a slight 
warmup. So, though springlike weather is not at hand just yet, 
remember. the season will arrive officially at 8:31 a.m. on March 20.

. proaches.is what effect the increased snowfallyand cooler terrpera- 


tures might have on lake water levels, which have in recent years 
dropped significantly. While many 
might assume that more snow means 
higher waters, the truth is much 
more complicated. 

According to Doug Fuller of the 
Tip of the Mitt Watershed Council, 
the Army Corps. of Engineers 
projects that water levels for Lakes 
Michigan and Huron (which also 

- reflects the levels of Lake 
Charlevoix) will be approximately 
two to four inches lower this May 
than they were last year. 

“That’s way below average,” 
Fuller said. 

In the spring of 2000, lake levels 
were measured at about 20 inches 
below average. 

“There’s certainly no prediction 
for water levels to increase much,” 
Fuller concluded. 

Water levels depend on precipi- 
tation and ice coverage in the Great 
Lakes system as a whole. “One big 
factor is that snowfall in the Upper 
Great Lakes Basin has been below 
average in recent years,” Fuller said. 

While we may have had more 
average snowfall in this area, that 

amount varies throughout the system, and though ice coverage has, 

by all accounts, hung around longer this year, it’s still been less than

Dura 
prepares 
workers 
for layoff 


m Some are bitter 
toward company 


Dura is saying it is doing all it can 
for its nearly 300 workers who will 
be forced out of their jobs by June or 
July. But bitterness abounds with 
some former workers who took 
voluntary layoff. ° 

“When Dura took over in 1991, the 
whole atmosphere got worse,” said 
Antrim County resident Donna 
Nemecck, 47, an assembly worker for 
28 years. ‘We used to do our jobs and 
have fun. Then when they (Dura) took 
over people started getting harassed. 
They cleaned up the plant and made 
it look nicer, but treated people 
worse.” 

Nemecek’s - assessment is 
apparently not shared by Dura 
management. 

“Morale has been good,” said East 
Jordan plant manager Drew May. 
“Our product is still going out the 
door. Through adversity, we're 
maintaining productivity.” 

He did confess that some loss in 

efficiency occurs when a termination 
comes up which requires a void to be 
filled. : 
May said Dura has a dedicated 
workforce who consistently meets 
goals and internal quality audits. He 
authored a letter to other area 
manufacturers regarding the skill 
level of Dura’s employees. 

May said the average employee 
duration at Dura was 9.8 years. “We 
have a real range of people here — 
mixed ages, with a variety of past 
experiences,” he said. 

Bill Woodrow, northwest Michigan 
Works! manager, said some 
companies that could place laid off 
Dura workers include Harbor 
Industries in Charlevoix, LexaMar 
Corporation in Boyne City, Petoskey 
Plastics, and Northern Diecast in 
Harbor Springs. 

“The employment picture is 
excellent,” noted Woodrow. “There 
are a lot of employers lacking 
workers. A number of individuals 
have already started new jobs.” He 
added that recent placements have 
been in the $8.90 to $10/hour range. 

According to Nemecek, the Dura 
plant was originally under the 
ownership of Mt. Clemens Metal 
Products, then became Gulf & 
Western, and was later owned by 
Wickes before the Dura takeover, 

“The supervisors and general 
managers began implementing new 
tules and treating people bad,” said 
Nemecek. “There was also a lot of 
favoritism, people being buddies with 
the bosses,” she added.

Program connects 
consumers with 
local farms 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As the winter season fades and the garden seed cata- 
logs arrive, thoughss of fresh surmmer vegetables come to 
mind. 

In anticipation of the upcoming growing season, the 
staff at Wagbo Peace Center is planning a virtual cornu- 
copia of fresh, healthy foods for you and your family. 
The garden plots are mapped out and greenhouse seeds 
are being planted in preparation for this season’s Com- 
munity Supported Agriculture program. 

Community Supported Agriculture, or CSA, already 
in over 1,000 communities, is a relatively new concept in 
the field of agriculture. It works by connecting local people 
interested in fresh, high quality foods to local farms us- 
ing sustainable farming practices. In this “partnership,” 
shareholders pay in advance for their food just like a maga- 
zine subscription. 

This allows farmers to purchase supplies and labor 
without loans and to market their products prior to the 
busy growing season. By committing to a share, the share- 
holder is willing to accept the risk with the local farmer if 
it is a poor growing season or the benefits of a great 
season’s bounty. Supporting the economic health of a 
local, sustainable farm is the key. 

This is Wagbo’s fourth year as a CSA, where 30 local 
families subscribe to a summer of freshly harvested veg- 
elables. But vegetables are not the only story this year. 
Wagbo has reached out to a dozen other small family farm- 
ers using natural and sustainable farming practices to ex- 
pand share options to shareholders. 

This year, Wagbo Peace Center’s “Multi-Farm” CSA 
program will include a number of small family farms. 
Additional items will be available to vegetable Sharehold- 
ers and to the general public. Shares such as fresh rain- 
bow trout from the Jordan Valley Trout pond, a bouquet 
of fresh flowers from Rusty Hart’s Irish Acres, naturally 
raised meats including your Thanksgiving turkey, fresh 
breads baked with certified organic locally grown grains, 
glass-bottled milk, pasture-raised eggs, raspberries, sweet 
corn and honey are just some of the products that will be 
available for summer shares. 

There are countless benefits in a CSA program. By 
buying local, CSAs keep financial resources in the com- 
munity and cut energy usage incurred in shipping prod- 
ucts from other bioregions. People become more con- 
nected with the land, fee! more secure in actually know- 
ing where their food is coming from, how it is grown and 
have the satisfaction knowing they use practices that help 
preserve the environmental integrity and produce food 
free of genetically modified organisms, growth hormones 
and synthetic chemicals.

After graduating from Boyne City 
High School at the age of 19, Scott 
enlisted in the United States Army 
Airforce and became a tailgunner on 
a B-24 bomber. Scott attained the rank 
of Staff Sergeant and shipped out to 
England having never received leave 
to come home after enlistment. 

The B-24 that Scott was a crew- 
man on was disabled on a bombing 
run and on the return trip to its base 
in England crashed into the Cliffs of 
Dover April 27, 1944, killing all 
aboard. 

Scott’s aunt was with his mother 
when she received the telegram ad- 
vising the family that Scott was killed 
in action. The family was devastated 
and never totally recovered from the 
loss. Scott’s funeral was held at the 
Boyne City Presbyterian Church with 
burial in Maple Lawn Cemetery. 

Scott received The European 
Campaign Medal and The Purple 
Heart. Scott is being honored by 
Charlevoix County Sheriff George T. 
Lasater who is writing a book on 
World War II veterans and their fami- 
lies from Charlevoix County. Any 
veterans or family members of de- 
ceased veterans who wish to be in- 
cluded in the book can contact Sher- 
iff Lasater at 547-4461.

Dura made an announcement in 
the fall of 2000 that it would close its 
East Jordan assembly plant due to a 
capacity issue in the auto industry and 
within the company itself. According 
to May, the closing and permanent 
layoffs are also a result of several 
Dura company acquisitions over the 
years, forcing some of their opera- 
tions to be absorbed by other facili- 
ties it owns. 

Another Antrim County resident 
and former Dura employee who 
wished to remain anonymous said, 
“As far as what they’ve done, it’s 
(expletive deleted). There are a Jot of 
unhappy people.” 

Both Antrim County residents felt 
that the Dura layoffs have a lot to do 
with the East Jordan plant being a 
union shop, with higher wages paid 
to its employees than other Dura 
plants around the world. 

“They bought so many compa- 
nies, now they’re dumping the plants 
costing them more in wages,” said 
Nemecek. 

Dura is a world-wide manufac- 
turer of parking brake systems, auto- 
motive cables, transmission shifter 
systems, latches, tire carriers, jacks 
and other automotive parts. It sells 
products: to Ford, General Motors, 
Daimler-Chrysler, Toyota, Honda, 
Volks-wagen, Mercedes, BMW, 
Peugeot and Citroen. While Dura is 
based in Minneapolis, its operating 
headquarters are in Rochester Hills. 

In 1999, Dura acquired Elkhart, 
Ind.-based Excel, a supplier to the 
recreational vehicle, mass transit ve- 
hicle and heavy truck industries, in 
addition to being a major supplier of 
components to the automotive indus- 
try. At the time, Dura said it would 
assume Excel's outstanding indebt- 
edness of $150 million, according to 
the company’s website. 

Dura executives said the merger 
would lead to cost savings of around 
$10 million in 1999 and $15 million 
to $20 million in the year 2000. Those 
savings were to be achieved by con- 
solidation of administrative func- 
tions, restructuring of operations and 
_increased buying power of a larger 
"operation. 

Tony Johnson, Dura chairman 

_ said, “The combination of Dura and 
Excel will result in a very strong glo- 
bal organization with annual rev- 
enues of approximately $2 billion, 
$500 million of which is generated 
outside of North America.” 

According to May, 50 percent of 
East Jordan’s production equipment 
is already gone. He said two-thirds 
of it is going to Dura’s Jacksonville, 
Fla. plant and “some” to Mancelona. 

The Mancelona plant, of which 
some 150 employees were recently

will remain operational. Those work-

24 hours a day, seven days a week, is provided by the 
company, with job search and training assistance provided 
by Michigan Works! and the Michigan Department of Career 


Development. 


such opportunities will be seniority- 
based. A small number of produc- 
tion and salaried positions will be 
moved, he said. He added that four 
salaried positions have already been 
transferred, and six to eight more are 
likely. 

“One or two salaried positions 
may move to Gladwin ~ those will 
be on a ‘does it work for me?’ type 
of situation,” Barnes said. 

He noted that one salaried 
worker has moved to the Jackson- 
ville plant, and one or two more sala- 
ried employees may transfer there. 

“We have a lot of good things 
going on, transitioning employees 
into other jobs,” said May. 

A small group of workers volun- 
teered for layoff March 2, while a 
few others offered to leave in Feb- 
ruary. Twenty to 30 workers will go 
off April 1, 40 to 50 at the end of 
April, and the remaining layoffs will 
be spread evenly, with the final pro- 
duction jobs being phased out by 
July. 

After July, a few administrative 
staffers and union representatives 
will close up the building, May 
noted. 

A multitude of services are avail- 
able to the employees of Dura in 
East Jordan as a result of the im- 
pending business closing. Coordi- 
nated by the region's Michigan 
Works! agency, which is adminis- 
tered by the Northwest Michigan 
Council of Governments, a network 
of organizations has been put to- 
gether to provide retraining and re- 
employment services to Dura em- 
ployees. 

With hetp from the Michigan De- 
partment of Career Development's 
Workforce Transition Unit, a group 
called the “Joint Adjustment Com- 
mittee” has been established. Its pur- 
pose is to coordinate a wide varicty 
of services from throughout the 
community to assist the workers. 

This network includes all the ser- 
vices of Michigan Works!, plus the 
Employment Service Veterans’ staff, 
colleges and other training institu- 
uns, the Michigan Unemployment 
Agency, Community Mental Health, 
and United Way as well as Dura and 
the local union. 


sion. At that meeting, the commis- 
sion will make its final decision on 
the document, and; if approved, will 
send it on to the city commission.

Services available to Dura em- 
ployees include such things as skills 
and interest assessment, training for 
new jobs, employment counseling, 
stress management, on-the-job train- 
ing opportunities, career exploration 
activities and monthly workshops on 
effective job search techniques. 

Individuals who need to upgrade 
their basic skills can take advantage 
of the Michigan Works! Learning 
Lab — located in the Jordan Valley 
District Library — where they can 
improve their reading, writing, math 
and basic computer skills. They can 
also prepare for their General 
Equivalency Diploma (GED) at the 
lab if they do not yet have a high 
school diploma. 

A special employment services 
Tesource room has been established 
by Michigan Works! at the East Jor- 
dan plant, including the use of two 
computers, which allows employees 
access to a wide variety of informa- 
tion about careers and job postings. 
Staffed by Michigan Works!, the 
room is open 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week for self-directed use by 
the employees. 

Debbie Fick, 39, of East Jordan, 
a lineworker with Dura for four 
years, was one of the early voluntary 
layoffs. ‘The classes and workshops 
were good,” she said. “They gave me 
a lot of help. The lady from the un- 
employment office was especially 
helpful.” 

Fick is currently on disability 
while rehabilitating her arms and a 
shoulder due to repetitious work at 
the shop. She has a working husband 
and is a mother of three. 

“I’m going to go to college now,” 
she said proudly. “I’m not going back 
to a shop.” Fick said she will be at- 
tending classes at North Central 
Michigan College to prepare her for 
a health-related profession. 

“I miss everyone,” she added. “It 
was kind of like a big family there. 
It’s going to be hard on a lot of

On a monthly basis, the agencies, 
the union and company representa- 
tives provide an orientation to al] the 
services, so employees can begin tak- 
ing advantage of the help available 
before they receive their layoff no- 
tices, or as soon as they are inclined. 
There is also a weekly newsletter sent 
to all employees updating them on 
transition services available. 

“At first people are angry, but 
then the realization hits that there is 
nothing they can do about it (being 
laid off),” said Gothra. 

Donna Nemecek checked out the 
resource room while she was still at 


Dura, but it wasn’t for her. ‘Most of 


the jobs they had were in the Grand 
Traverse area or required schooling,” 
she said. 

Nemecek, who lives in a small 
community off M-32 near East Jor- 
dan, is looking for work closer to 
home because her husband is dis- 
abled. Since she worked at Dura 28 
years, Nemecek will receive a full 26 
weeks of unemployment benefits, 
plus health and dental coverage. 

Employees receive one week's 
worth of benefits for each year em- 
ployed, up to a maximum of 26 
weeks. Severance packages include 
$375 per week (minus taxes) under 
these guidelines. 

“The severance package, isn’t the 
greatest, but it’s better than nothing,” 
said Nemecek. 

Kyla Hodgkinson, 41, of Boyne 
City took voluntary layoff March 2. 


“The stress was so bad and the pres- 


sure was horrible,” she said. 

A mother of 12-year old twins, 
Hodgkinson, who worked at the Dura 
plant for 17 years, thought she woujd 
retire from the company. With a tone 
of bitterness in her voice, she said, 
“Now I have to start over from the 
bottom.” 

Hodgkinson started in the $9 an 
hour range, and finished making 
$10.60 an hour. 

“I wish they would have treated 
people a little better.”’ she said. “There 
was favoritism there, and pressure.”
